Amend tlie Law relating to the Celebration and 
Registration of Marriages in Ireland. 

■“HEREAS the Law relating to the Celebration and Preamble. 
Registration of Marriages in Ireland requires Amend- 
ment: 

Be it therefore enacted by the Queen’s most Excellent Majesty, 

5 by and with the Advice and Consent of the Lords Spiritual and 
Temporal, and Commons, in this present Parliament assembled, and 
by the Authority of the same, as follows : 

Preliminary. 

1 . This Act may be cited as The Marriages (Ireland) Act, 1862. Short Title. 



10 2 . Except as herein-after expressly provided, this Act shall com- Commence- 

nience and take effect from and immediately after the Thirty-first Day 
of December One thousand eight hundred and sixty -two. 

3. This Act shall extend to Ireland only, except as iierein-after Extent, 
expressly provided. 

15 4. In this Act — 

The Term “ The Lord Lieutenant ” shall mean the Lord Lieutenant 
or other Chief Governor or Governors of Ireland for the Time being; “The Lord 

The Term “ Clergyman” shall be taken to include a Person in 
Holy Orders of the United Church of England and Ireland, or of 
20 the Roman Catholic Church, and an Ordained Minister of the 
Presbyterian Church, or of the Methodist Body, or of any other 
Church, Denomination, or Body of Christians.

taining, enforcing, or recovering of any such Liability, Penalty, 
Forfeiture, or Pumshment.

One thousand eight hundred and sixty-three, and then pending, 15 
may be carried on, and any Marriage consequent on any such 
Proceedings may be celebrated, according to the ^ Proyisious and 
Requirements of any such repealed Enactment, as if this Act had 
not been passed.

10. On the Application of the Registrar General there shall be 
furnished to him from Time to Time from Her Majesty’s Stationery

Execution of this Act. 

11. The Registrar General shall provide and keep a Seal of the 
General Register Office. If any Person forge or counterfeit that 

10 Seal, or wilfully use, or join in using, or procure to be used, any 
forged or counterfeited Seal, purporting to be the Seal of the General 
Register Office, or wilfully tender in Evidence, or otherwise use, or 
join in using, or procure to be used, any Document with any such 
forged or counterfeited Seal, he shall be guilty of Felony. 

15 12. All the Parishes, Townships, and Places in. Ireland shall be 

formed into such Districts as the Lord Lieutenant may from Time to 
Time direct. The present Districts shall be .continued until the 
Lord Lieutenant otherwise directs. 

13. There shall be a sufficient Number of Registrars of Marriages 

20 for such Districts, who shall respectively hold Office during the 

Pleasure of the Registrar General. The present Registrars shall 
be continued as if this Act had not been passed. On any Vacancy 
in the Office of Registrar the Lord Lieutenant may appoint a fit 
Person to fill the Vacancy. The Appointment of a Registrar shall 

25 be exempt from Stamp Duty. A Registrar shall give Security by 
his Bond in the Sum of One hundred Pounds to the Registrar General 
for the faithful execution of his Duties. 

14. Each Registrar shall have an Office in bis District. The 
Records of his Office shah be kept by him in strong Iron Boxes 

30 (supplied to him by the Registrar General), which shall always be left 
locked, and the Keys shall be kept by the Registrar. 

15. On a Registrar ceasing to hold Office, all Records of his Office 
and all other Things in his Keeping as Registrar, shall be forthwith 
delivered to his vSuccessor- If any Person refuse to make such 

35 Delivery, any Justice of the Peace for the Place where such 
Person is may issue a Warrant for bringing him before Two 
Justices of the Peace for such Place. On his appearing or not 
being found, such Two Justices may determine the Matter in a 
summary Way.

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or -wilfully neglected to deliver the same, they shall commit him 
to the Common Gaol or House of Correction for the Place, there 
to remain, without Bail, until he delivers up the same, or until 
Satisfaction is given in respect thereof to the Person in whose 
Keeping the same ought to be.

He shall, while acting, have the Powers and discharge the Duties, and 

be subject to the Liabilities of a Registrar. A Registrar shall be 20 
civilly responsible for the Acts and Omissions of his Deputy. On a 
Vacancy in the Office of Registrar his Deputy (if any) shall become 
the Registrar in his Place, with the Power.s, Duties, and Liabilities of 
a Registrar, until the Appointment of another Registrar is made and 
notified to him. 25 

18- The Registrar General may, subject to the Approval of the 
Lord Lieutenant, as well before as on or after the liirst Day of January 
One thousand eight hundred and sixty-three, make General Rules for 
the Regulation of the Duties of the Registrars. Such Rules shall 
be published in the Dublin Gazette and laid before both Houses of 30 
Pai-liament, and shall be as binding on Registrars and all Persons 
concerned as if they were specially enacted by Parliament.

He shall give public Notice thereof by Advertisement 15 
in the Dublin Gazette and in a Newspaper circulating in the 
County where the Building is situate. 

Saving for 49. Nothing in this Act shall be deemed to render necessary the 
certified Registration under this Act of any Presbyterian Meeting House now 
HoS certified, or of any Place of Public Worship now registered, under any 20 
Enactment hereby repealed. Every Meeting House or Place of 
Public Worship so now certified or registered shall be deemed to be 
duly registered for the Purposes of this Act.

34 Marriages {Ireland). 

Marriage or pretended Maraage between Two Protestants, he shall, 
notwithstanding anything in this Act, he guilty of Felony. 

153. Nothing in this Act shall be deemed to prevent the Reading 
or Celebration of any Service or Ceremony of Mamage according to 
the Rites, Forms, or Usages of any Church, Denomination, or Body 5 
of Christians for and between Persons previously duly joined in Mar- 
riage according to the Rites, Forms, or Usages of any other Church, 
Denomination, or Body of Christians, or otherwise, in any Case where 
the Parties to a Marriage desire such subsequent Reading or Celebra- 
tion. But in every such Case the Person reading or celebrating such 10 
Service or Ceremony shall add to the Entry of the requisite Particulars 

in the duplicate Marriage Register Books, or to the Certificate of 
the Marriage to be sent to the Registrar General, (as the Case may 
be,) a special Note of the Fact of the Parties having been previously 
duly joined in Marriage. 

154. Nothing in this Act shall be deemed to give Validity to any 
Marriage to which any Impediment of Kindred or Alliance or other 
lawful Hindrance exists at the Time of the Celebration thereof. 



155. Every Marriage celebrated under this Act shall be good and 20 
coo-nizable in like Manner as Marriages heretofore solemnized accord- 
ing to the Rites of the United Church of England and Ireland. 

156. If any Person found lunatic or of unsound Mind by any 
Inquisition taken by virtue of a Commission under the Great Seal 

of the United Kdngdom or the Great Seal of Ireland marry in Ire- 25 
laud before he or she is declared of sound Mind by the Lord 
Chancellor of Great Bi-itain or of Ireland, or the Lord Keeper or 
Lords Commissioners for the Custody of the Great Seal of the 
United Kingdom or of Ireland, (as the Case may require,) the 
Marriage shall be void. 30 

Criminal Proceedings. 

157. A Prosecution for any Otfence made Felony by this Act, 
or in respect of which the Penalties annexed by Law to Perjury may 
under this Act be imposed, shall not be commenced under this Act 
after the Expiration of Three Years from the Commission of the 35 
alleged Offence. 

158. Any Person convicted of Felony under this Act shall be 

liable to Penal Servitude for any Time not exceeding Four Years, or 
to Imprisonment with or without Hard Labour for any Time not 
exceeding Two Years. 40
